Washington, Sept. 26.—Within a 


little more than, .a -year the United 
States will have an ocean-going mer- 
chant fleet of more than 1600 ships, 
aggregating 9,200,000 tons, the ship- 
ping board announced today in a 
statement giving details of the gov- 
ernmetn's ship-building program. 
This' amount compares with 
present tonnage, of ,3,500,000 tons 
which 700,000 tons represent Ger 
man and Austrian ships under oper- 
ation by the United States. 
The 
American ships available for over- 
seas, service number 458 with a ton- 
nage of 2,871,000. There are 117 
German and Austrian ships with a 
tonnage of 700,000. 
.The emergency fleet corporation 


has commandeered in American ship- 
yards nearly 400 steel ships of more 
than 2,500,000 tons, and has con- 
tracted for 636 'ships with a tonnage 
Of 3.124,700. 
"The fleet in prospect,'- said the 


statement, "is already becoming a 
realty. Several of the commandeer- 
ed ships have been completed and 
already taking' cargo'; others will 
leave the ways in increasing num- 
bers with each succeeding month: 
The ships,, for which the shipping 
board bas contracted are under con- 
struction and the first launching is 
expected within 60 to 90 days."

^Quentin after it had seen its house 
burned by invading Germans and its

just enabled her to provide herself 
and the children, with the bare ne- 
cessities of life. 


Soon after the arrival of the Amer- 


ican warship the "jackies" discover- 
ed the family's position and immedi- 
ately raised and presented the moth- 
er with a large purse. The children 
were taken into the stoies and pro- 
vided with candy and other luxuries. 
Ever since the American ship has 
made this port its base, this French 
family has wanted for neither

necessities nor the luxuries of life.

Bel- 
gium would be required, it said, to give a guarantee that- any such menace 
as that which threatened Germany in 1914 would in future be excluded. 


Belgium must undertake' to maintain administrative separation of the 
Flanders and Walloon districts introduced by Germany, the verbal note 
says, because this separation corresponds to the wishes of. a majority of the 
Belgian people and because Germany desires such separation on account of 
racial sympathy.

SELIffTIOX DEVELOPS

Continuous selection and breeding 
have 
resulted 
in 
two 
improved 


strains of Grand Rapids lettuce in 
the greenhouses of the Ohio Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. Purity of 
type and lightness of color are ad- 
vantages of the one called the sta- 
tion-strain of 
Grand Rapids, and 


largQ yield marks the second strain, 
named the Ohio Grand Rapids. 


The station-strain of Grand Rapids 
resulted from several years' breeding 
with a selection from a strain of let- 
tuce that originally came from Can- 
ada. The leaves are uniformity light 
in color. The lettuce is true to type 
and free from "spots," a defect of 
the original, strain. 


Unusual yield Is the notable char- 
acteristic of the second strain, now 
called the Ohio Grand Rapids by the 
horticulturists at the experiment sta- 
tion. 
It yielded 22 per cent more 


than six other strains of Grand 
Rapids when tested in the fall and 
winter of 1916. The plants averaged 
3.9 ounces, while those from com- 
mercial seed weighed but 3.2 ounces.

bare no gas range, only a two burner 
plate, and the coal range Is so large 
that it requires a great deal of fuel to 
heat the oren sufficiently to bake even 
a few muffins or biscuit, BO that I have 
tried to find a satisfactory substitute 
that could lie cooked in a skillet. By 
Using the skillet dry and sprinkling it 
lightly with flour I bake very enjoyable 
biscuit cake or scone. For these 1 use 
simply a biscuit batter made a trifle 
stlffer. patted or rolled to about a 
quarter inch thickness. One must be 
sure to have the fire or gas low enough 
not to bum the outside of the scone 
before the Inside has time to cook suf- 
ficiently.
